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AMENDMENT TO INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT 


THIS AMENDMENT TO INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT between the CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE (the *City") and the FORT WAYNE COMMUNITY SCHOOLS, by and through its 
Board of School Trustees (FWCS) is made on this day of December, 1997; 


WHEREAS, previously on the 20th day of September, 1996, the parties entered into an 
Interlocal Agreement, pertaining to the construction and use of facilities at Memorial Park 
Middle School; 


WHEREAS, the parties wish to modify and amend the Interlocal Agreement, as 
hereinafter set forth; 


NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises contained herein, it is 
agreed as follows: 


1. Paragraph No. 4 of the Interlocal Agreement is amended to read, as follows: 


“Duties of the City. The City will reimburse FWCS for half the cost of the 
construction of the Facilities up to $110,000.00, said reimbursement payable 
immediately, and to abide by FWCS requirements regarding the scheduling and 
use of the leased property.” 


2. Except for the amendment set forth above, the said Interlocal Agreement shall continue 
in full force and effect, as previously drafted and executed.
